To the Inhabitants of the Town of Mason in the County of 
Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Mason on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next at 10 o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. "To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensu- 
ing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ae year and make appropria- 
tion of the same. 

3. To choose one trustee of Boynton Common School 
Fund. 

4. ‘To choose one trustee of the Stearns Common Bequest. 

5. To choose one trustee of cemeteries for three years. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for library purposes. 

7. ‘To choose one trustee for the Mason free library 

8. ‘To see what sum of money the town will raise and ap- 
propriate for repairs of highways and bridges. 

9. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for care of cemeteries. 

10. To see if the town will vote to make any discount on 
taxes if paid on or before Saturday, June 5, 1920. 

11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Memorial purposes. 
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12. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions of 
the state law necessary to receive the benefit of State Aid for 
permanent improvements of highways. 

13. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money for winter roads. 

14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for Old Home Day celebration. 

15. To see if the town will vote to co-operate with the 
state in the control of the white pine blister rust, and raise 
and appropriate for the same.

To the School Board of Mason: 

I herewith submit my first annual report as superintendent 
of your schools. 

Schools opened this year with an entirely new corps of 
teachers. Miss Anna Grady, a Bridgewater Normal school 
graduate, has the grammar grades; Miss Bertha Blood, a 
teacher of long experience, the primary grades, and Mrs. 
Alice Wright, another experienced teacher, is at No. 6. I 
think you have been fortunate in your choice of teachers, 
and consider the work they are doing of standard: grade.

While the record of attendance at Mrs. Wright’s school 
has been very good, yet the attendance at the village school 
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has been rather poor, particularly during the winter months 
when the attendance for January in Miss Blood’s school fell 
to 75%. It is needless for me to call attention to the fact 
that poor attendance means failure to keep up to grade, and 
is a constant drag to those who attend regularly. The law 
provides that children shall attend school regularly unless 
detained at home for some very good reason, such as sick- 
ness. J trust, therefore, that this suggestion for better 
attendance will meet with the hearty approval of the towns- 
people, and that all will co-operate in securing a better at- 
tendance for the balance of the year. 

I am not certain also that the practice of sending children 
to school at the age of five, or before they are old enough to 
attend through the winter term, has much merit. Children, 
who are out nearly one-half the time are almost certain not 
to be promoted to the second grade. 

A few changes have been made this year in the program of 
studies with the idea of gradually changing over to the sys- 
tem for elementary and Junior high schools, as adopted by 
the State Board of Education. I feel, however, that the 
transition period will necessarily be a long one. For the most 
part I find that pupils at present need greater stress laid on 
the fundamentals, such as arithmetic, grammar, and geog- 
raphy. It is not to be supposed, however, that even with 
the introduction of the Junior high school subjects in the 
seventh and eighth grades, is practice in the basic subjects 
to’ be given up. There will still be drill work in grammar 
and the putting into practice of principles drilled on in the 
fifth and sixth grades. The mathematics will be of a more 
practical nature, including problems of the farm, practical 
measurements, and the keeping of garden accounts. It is 
expected also that plenty of practice will be furnished in 
the subjects drilled on in the earlier grades. 

EKlementary science, a subject in which boys and girls make 
interesting observations and interpretations of the every-day 
laws of nature, will also be a part of the Junior high school 
curriculum. It is also my desire that the boys have some

practice in carpentry provided some practical carpenter can 
be found who will come in once or twice a week to assist in 
the work. The proper handling of tools, how to care for 
them, and how to sharpen them, are lessons well worth learn- 
ing by any boy. 

The course in history has been enriched in the fifth and 
sixth grades by the addition of books, with the stories of the 
Greeks and Romans; also supplementary reading books for 
the fourth grade on Colonial and pioneer days in America. 

New basic readers and several supplementary readers have 
recently been purchased for the first three grades. ‘This pur- 
chase was necessary to meet the requirements in reading 
called for in an approved elementary school. I have found 
the reading in the intermediate grades excellent and the na- 
tive ability of the children in general above the average. 

May I take this opportunity to discuss very briefly the new 


educational bill, particularly in respect to the amount of 


money which it is necessary to raise in the support of its 
elementary schools. The law provides that any town which 
raises in support of its elementary schools a $5 tax on every 
$1000 of the ratable estate is entitled to state aid and that 
any deficiencies above the sum will be made up from the state 
fund. A glance at the budget in the School Board report 
shows that the estimated amount required for support of the 
elementary schools is $4,015, while the estimate of a $5 tax 
on the 1920 inventory is $1,725. After deducting the amount 
of the local funds from the total it leaves a balance of $1,340 
to be paid by the state. It will be noted also that such items 
as “Expense of Administration,” “The $2 per capita tax for 
state-wide supervision,” and “Alterations of buildings,” must 
be raised in addition to the $5 tax. 

The State Board of Education has set up minimum re- 


| quirements for the approval of school buildings. The build- 


ing in the village does not meet these requirements in respect 
to the lighting. No windows are permitted in the front of a 
school room because of the injurious effects on pupils’ eyes. 
Therefore, it will be necessary to close up one window, and 
make provision for more window space on the side. 
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Just now the shortage of teachers in New Hampshire and 
the need for bigger salaries is a most vital one. ‘Many of our 
best teachers have left the profession during the past year to 
take up more lucrative work. Also because of the low sala- 
ries paid teachers in comparison with the wages received by 
girls in other occupations; fewer and fewer of the better 
type of girls are being attracted to our normal schools. We 
need women of superior ability to teach our children. We 
can meet the present emergency only by increasing materially 
the salaries of teachers. Therefore, let us support heartily 
the movement for higher salaries. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation of the 


cordial spirit of co-operation shown by the School Board, 
teachers, and citizens.
